In 1893 
the more serious risings began, to 
culminate in 1904 with the terrible 
outbreak of the Hereros tribe, in 
which hundreds of German settlers 
were murdered, and the colony devas- 
tated.’ 

In June of that year General von 
Trotha arrived upon the scene and 
took command of nearly 8,000 troops 
His mission was to stamp out rebellion 
by force. Whenever he captured 
natives these commands wé*e carried 
out to the letter (large sums of money 
were offered for the capture of the 
Hereros chiefs,. and General von 
Trotha. assured that trile that be 
would spare neither women nor chil- 
dren). A few trivial successes were 
obtained, but by war and by sickness 
the Germans suffered great losses, and 
last October their troubles were in- 
creased by the rising of the hitkerto 
friendly Witbooi:.
